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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4, 9-1 6 and 22-28 are allowed (renumbered as 1 -1 6). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Many references in the art disclose a monitoring system including a first and 
second antennas and a signal processing in the form of a controller for estimating an 
orientation/position of a tag based on magnitude of an inductive coupled modulation 
signal from the tag as orientation of coupling field generated from the antennas being 
scanned through a range of angles such as found in Sharf (US 2004/0236193). The 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination, a surveillance 
system comprising: 

a first attenuator driving a first loop antenna; 

a second attenuator driving a second loop antenna; 

a z ramp generator to provide a z control signal to said first attenuator; 

a y ramp generator to provide a y control signal to said second attenuator; 

a signal processing component for estimating an orientation of a tag based on a 
magnitude of an inductively coupled modulated signal from said tag as an orientation of 
a coupling field generated from said first and second loop antennas is scnnned tllrough 
a range of angles; 

a splitter coupled to said signal processing components 

wherein said signal processing component comprises: 
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a bandpass filter coupled to said splitter; 

an envelope detector coupled to said bandpass filter; 

a modulation minimum detector coupled to said envelope detector; and 

an angle calculator coupled to said modulation minimum detector, said 

angle calculator configured to estimate said orientation.
